Ship owners arc asking congress 


for permission to go into the air 
transport field. They argue that 
British competitors are going to 
supplement their surface services 
with air schedules, and that Amer- 
icans will be left at a gieat dis- 
advantage unless they are permit- 
ted to do likewise. 


It is easy to imagine that the 


ship owner would benefit 
from 


such a dual setup. 
But to the 


'layman it seems improbable that 
joint ship-plane operation is the 
only solution, the best solution, or 
even A desirable solution to Uic 
really puzzling problem that faces 
our postwar merchant marine. 


Without belittling the great im- 


portance of maintaining our hard- 
won position of primary Import- 
ance on the high seas, it Is vital 
also that we play a major part 
in "the coming Air Aige.

Chicago.—This coming Dewcy 


presidential campaign is likely to 
surprise the country. 


Xot unlike the earlier Roosevelt 


he'has novel ideas (though not the 
same ideas). He doe.s not work 
in political grooves, Is far from 
party bound. 


He scares the oldtime politicians 


a little, because his methods arc 
different, although his inside rec- 
ord :tt this convention shows sur- 
prisingly few mistakes. 


To give you the closcup pic- 


ture, consider his designation of a 
woman as his leader on the plat- 
form committee. 
Lawyers and 


pohticos haggle hours over words 
m these platform meetings and 
this time sat up all night as usual. 


A sharpster in words is usually 


a candidate's choice for that task. 
Dewey chose small, pleasant gray- 
baiied Miss Mary Donlin. a New 
York attorney, to represent him. 
She was last out of the meeting 
at 5.30 a. m. 


Eut to go deeper than this ex- 


ample, there were thiec factions 
within that committee as indeed 
within Ill's whole convention—not 
Dewcyites. Bricker boys, Stassen 
men. etc.. but a group of senators, 
a clan of governors, and a third 
crowd of just plain delegate polit- 
ical workers from back home. 


The governors clan, representing 


2G states, considers itself moic 
important politically than the sen- 
ators, and got its 'gumption up to 
such an extent that the senators 
listened to them. 


However, governois arc not up 


on the national issues to the ex- 
tent that the senators aie. who 
handle them 'daily. 
In fact the 


governors seemed to have little to 
complain 
about and apparently 


they just wanted recognition for 
themselves lather than any spe- 
cial viewpoint. 


Jn this conflict, Dewcy seems to 


have largely let the senators wiite 
the declaration of party principles. 
Taft of Ohio. Danahcr of. Connec- 
ticut and Milllkin of Colorado did 
most of it. Through Miss Donlin 
and otherwise, Dewey exercised 
mainly a negative influence, ve- 
toing words, phrases, some Ideas. 


Actually this platform is just 


the party's prcpaiation for the 
candidate to take over. 
Some 


political as.sayeis aie now rc.id- 
ing gieat hidden meanings into 
the thinly shaved words whicli 
were adopted. As usual, and par- 
ticularly in the case ot the foot- 
loose Dewcy, ..they are wasting 
their time. l \Vhat he reads into 
the platform, especially what he 
wants to do about it later Is what 
the platform will_be. 


One sentence particularly awaits 


his interpretation, the one promis- 
ing' Unit the world organization 
will take "effective co-operative 
means to dlicct peace forces to 
prevent or repel military aggres- 
sion.'.' 
Police force, directly or 


indirectly? 
Soverignity. 
Some 


experts 
think this phrase is a 


sleeping termite in the interna- 
tional plank. 


At any rate Dewey is not the 


type to be content with generali- 
ties and phrase compromises when 
he sits in the top chair. 


Personally I expect him to be a 


lot moie liberal than the country 
suspects. 
I think he will strive 


for an enlightened common sense 
liberalism which thinks for in- 
stance a poll tax is still impor- 
tant (1 mean the \Villkie type of 
political liberalism). It will ch:mi- 


pion greater social security, for 
instance, and more state medical 
aid instead of the new deal's so- 
cialized medicine. 


On international affairs. I ex- 


pect him to be neither internation- 
alist nor isolationist. 
I think his 


goal is "realism/ realism in re- 
gard to Russia, to the rise of Com- 
munists in European leadership, 
in regard to British empire trade 
necessities, considering the de- 
velopments which 
will arise in 


connection with a world organiza- 
tion. 


On the surface of the platform 


adopted and Deweys' international 
declarations, there appears to be 
Democratic-Republican 
unity on 


foreign policy, but this is only a 
mutual acceptance of democratic 
principles (sovereignty, etc.). 


There will be a break between 


Roosevelt and Dewcy on these 
matters when Uic administration 
starts applying" those principles in 
action. I doubt if Dewey will con- 
sider them in accord with the 
formula. 


His labor stand will likewise 


surprise you. The' CIO Political 
Action crowd has made the fiont 
pages look like Dewcy is anti-la- 
bor. 
Kact is he has gotten along 


well with union labor in New Yotk 
state. What he did not got along 
with was the radical clement In 
and out of labor. 


Now the tadicals peculiarly in 


this campaign aic idcall.stically in 
the same boat as rcactlonaries.-in- 
cludmg the international bankers. 
* * * 


Both the leftists and conserva- 


tives 
wanted "one world," 
or 


"union now," a world state, a 
quart of milk a day. etc. Between 
these two is a great portion of la- 
bor and also the average citizen. 
The American Federation of La- 
bor, for instance, is ideologically, 
just about wheie 1 expect Dewey 
will wind up on labor (strongly 
anti-Communist).

On the other Issues in the head 


of the man in the street, although 
these are not ically issues, except 
as politicians have made political 
footballs of them. I have heard a 
New Yoik Republican leader claim 
Dewcy 
will get 
million Jewish 


votes in New York City and much
